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Roger’s ‘*Model.”’ 


Grand Rapids papers of early June 
bring the news of the death of Pe-na-sa, 
chief of the Muskeygons, the only aged 
Indian I ever met. Friends of our 
TownsMAN “‘Roger’’? may like to hear 
of the old man who posed for the 
‘‘materialization’? of our familiar. 
Pe-na-sa was betwcen 110 and 115 years 
of age, according to tribal lore and his 
own memory of past events. Born 
about 1780, and at the time of the great 
confederation of North-west tribes 
under Tecumseh, probably about thirty 
years old, he must have been familiar 
with many tragedies like one I have 
just clipped from « local paper. A 
geologist prospecting in Jackson Co., 
Mich., picked up from a stream a 
marked stone, rudely cut by some blunt 
instrument, and with the aid of a micro- 
scope he deciphered part of the inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘Samuel Bernet: taken by the 
Indians near Sandusky: never expect 
to reach that place (Fort Stephenson 
on the Bay). If my friends....Ilam 
to be burned. April 16, 1809.” 

Since 1807, when British war-ships 
were ordered by Jefferson ont of our 
waters, British agents had been stir- 
ring our North-west Indians against 
Americans.. The British Press had 
been boasting that ‘‘the United States 
couldn’t be kicked inte # war,’’ and 
were patting New England on _ its 
prudent commercial back because of 
its secret sympathy (they ‘‘got left,’ 
however). Pe-na-sa was a full-grown 
war chief when that.most desperate of 
all Indian fights, at Tippecanoe, came 
off, when Mackinaw and Detroit fell 
inte British hands again. His tribe 
belonged to the Chippewas, along the 
South shore of Lake Michigan. Ohio 
had been a-state since 1802, but the 
territory of the North-west, to which 
Michigan belonged, seemed lost till 
Harrison recovered it, and in October 
1813, leaving Tecumseh dead on the 
Thames bank, sent the confederacy 
flying north and west, so broken that 
eyen Black Hawk in 1830 could not 
spur them to conquest. A few Chip- 
pewa families of the swarming thou- 
sands who émigrated to the Osage 
Hills remained behind on reservations, 
and have given no trouble, being 
mostly peaceable, industrious Metho- 
dists, except when the white man’s 
whiskey arouses the old fury. 

Pe-na-sa was baptized Joseph and 
called by the lumbermen Jo Penasee. 
He lived in the forest apart from the 
reservation—a special privilege—in a 
wigwam near his white friends, and 
there, on his own land, he was buried 
beside his wife and kin, in the presence 
ofalarge number of the white resi- 
dents, who came to pay this last tribute 
of respect. He once owned a fine 
broad sweep of miles of forest lands, 
stocked with noble game, cut by 
streams full of the finest fish. Many 
years'ago he sold out to D, M. Blodgett, 
one of the most successful of our lum- 
ber millionaires, and itsaddened the old 
chief to see the trees, deer, and gray- 
ling vanishing together. About the 
timé of the transfer, Mr. Blodgett 
wandered one day from camp and was 
gone three days, living, because he was 
only a white man, on roots and berries 
till he sank. down exhausted. Scores 
of sharp-eyed woodsmen searched with- 
out a trace. Pe-na-sa was called upon, 
‘*Me find him pretty queek.’’ Starting 
out with the long lope peculiar to the 
Muskegon men, he noticed broken 
twigs and bruised soi! that all had over- 
looked, and in a few hours appeared at 
the camp ‘tbacking in’? the starved 


capitalist, and laying him gently down, | 
turned | 


‘“‘Heem pretty seek fella,’ 
quietly away home. After 
the white gentleman called on = the red 


recovery 


gentleman, and presented him witha 
team of ponies and a handsome. gold 
watch and chain that Pe-na-sa valued 
beyond all else. 

I first met him, in 1871 in my 
brother-in-law Raymond's supply store, 
Indians and whiskey tragedies 
abundant, andif there was time I could 
give you Pe-na-sa’s domestic history, 
which was the saddest either white or 
red man evér went through. But he 
was a true believer and lived patiently 
and humbly, and died peacefully, com- 
forted by the Great Spirit. I can see 
his‘ little supple trim) figure clad in 
moccasins, black trousers, the cleanest 
of white shirts, the soft felt with the 
cockade of his rank, ahd in the severest 
weather the three-cornered folded 
drapery of the striped government 
shawl. I never saw him on a pony but 
once. He was a great walker and 
brought us at early daybreak ten quarts 
of raspberries without a ‘tmash’’ over 
the worst: swamps in the country, and 
the daintiest fish dressed for cooking 
wrapped in fragrant leaves... He would 
come into the store with the word, 
‘Where’ Raymun {fella Tobac,” light 
his pipe, and sit all day till the ‘+boss” 
appeared. Just at closing up time he 
would approach the rude counter for 
‘*wentago,’’ which once took me a good 
half-hour of pantomime to discover 
was ‘‘eendigo,’’ as he afterwards spoké 
it with a little giggle. He liked to 
watch my rather rapid movements 
abeut the place and told the ‘boss’ 
once that I would ‘‘make good squaw, 


were 
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hang bear meat.’’ His old squaw ‘‘too 
fat, no more hang bear meat.” It was 
rather funny that my old admirer 
should have hit on my dexterity of 
movement the one valuable ‘‘point’’ 
remarked upow by my _ appreciative 
white brothers, If I had only known 
then how old he was and what he had 
seen! But I had no language in com- 
mon with him, and he was very reti- 
cent about the Indians’ matters. 

Mr. Blodgett as long as Jo lived sent 
regularly to see if he lacked for any- 
thing, and the whole story of Pe-na-sa’s 
closing years’ gives one of the pleas- 
antest pictures of what must be in time 
the relation between the red and white 
man CG. H. A 


The Public School System. 


Some of the more recent progressive 
steps ‘taken where the schools are at 
their best are: 


1. The substitution of the town sys- 
tem for the old district system, where- 
by the town is made the unit in its 
s*hool affairs as in allits other interests. 
The wisdom of this change is now 
beyond question on the part of all think- 
ing men. 

2. The improvements made in the 
school accommodations. Special atten- 
tion is new given to proper lighting, 
ventilation, and sanitary arrangement. 
Schoolhouse furniture combines com- 
fort and beauty. 

3. The provision for furnishing to all 
pupilt textbooks and supplies. 

4. A recognition of the value and the 
hearty support accorded state normal 
and city training schools, and the rapid 
multiplicalion of pedagogical books and 
educational journals. 

5. The growing sentimentin-favor of 
skilled supervision. 

6. The broadening scope of what con- 
stitutes a good education. The charac- 
teristics of an intellectual education are 
development and power, rather than 
knowledge and information; a training 
of all the mental faculties rather than 
memory alone; a constant appeul to in- 
telligence and thought, even with little 
folks; while physical culture and char- 
acter-building receive due attention in 
our best schools. 

A change in our ideas of what con- 
stitutes an education necessitates a 
change in the curriculum—additions 
and eliminations—and a change in 
the methods of teaching. In primary 
work especially has there been a revo- 
lution ,within the last 10 or 15 years. 
A study of the child has led toa more 
rational methed in his instruction. The 
principles underlying the’ kindergarten 
have materially influenced the werk of 
primary schools. 

Too many criticisms on the manage- 
ment and work of the schools are 
founded on insufficient knowledge of 
what is being accomplished. Frequent 
school visitation during regular sessions 
will not only give the people correct 
impressions of what is being attempted, 
but will prove an. inspiration to the 
pupils and an encouragement to the 
teacher.—A. W. Edson, Agent Mass.

dictions have been made; and, perhaps 
with scarcely time to weigh the reasons 
for his conclusions, makes up his pre- 
dictions in regard to the weather of the 
immediate future. He can give buta 
‘very small amount of time—perhaps 
two minutes—to each State 

The work of forecasting the weather 
must be divided, and, in addition to 
the generul predictions from Washing- 
ton, we must have local predictions 
prepared by officers in charge of small 
districts. Such officers have already 
been appointed by the Secretary of 
Agrtculture,.‘and their number will 
doubtless be increased when the useful- 
ness of their work is shown, This, 
however, cannot be fully demonstrated 
until, by the cheapening of the tele- 
graph and telephone seryice, and by 
the extension of free mail delivery, ef- 
fective means are found for carrying 
the predictions to the farmer in time 
for his use. The present work of the 
local observers is of service in perfect- 
ing their methods, and. their forecasts 
are of great usefulness to the farmers 
who can be reached; but their full 
value can never be realized until it is 
possible to put them promptly into the 
hands of all the farmers who can use 
them.—July Century.

Teaching Geography. 


John Van Orsten of Detroit is at the 
Lindell. He tells of a novel method of 
teaching geography and kindred studies 
which has been introduced into the 
Detroit public schools by a lady teacher,

tablishing a system of correspondence 
between the pupils of her grade and 
children of similar ages, not only in 
other parts of the United States, but 
also in foreign countries. The idea 
was taken up with great zest by the 
children, and has become not only a 
source of amusement but also a valua- 
ble information. The children naturally 
became interested in the surroundings 
of their correspondents, and it requires 
but little direction on the part of their 
teacher to get them to inquire as to the 
climate, commercial products, leading 
industries, methods and objects of 
studies in the schools, etc. I saw some 
of these letters some time since, One 
of them, from Syracuse, N.Y., told 
about the salt industry there and about 
the Onondago Indians, a tribe of whom 
still live and hold property in common 
ona reservation near Syracuse. There 
were two letters from girls, 14 or 15 
years old, living in Australia. They 
described the climate, told about their 
schools and how they spent the vaca- 
tion. They were well written and full 
of information even to a grown person. 
There were also similar letters from 
children in Germany, and one froma 


teacher in Sweden who could write in 
English.”’—St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

A FIERCE CONFLICT. 


STRIKERS AND PINKERTON MEN 
ENGAGE IN BATTLE, 


Both Sides Suffer Greatly Through the 


Terrible Collision—Strikers, Train a 


Cannon on Their Hated Foes. 


PITTSBURG, July 7.—Pittsburg has. had 
another experience with labor riots, and 
this time, as during the fearful scenes 
which were witnessed during the railroad 
riots of 1877, blood has been shed, life 
jeopardized and valuable property placed 
in danger. This time there wasno de- 
struction of property, but the mob was 
thoroughly well organized, well  dis- 
ciplined and had efficient officers at the 
head to conduct the operations. ‘The force 
embraced all the men employea in the ex- 
tensive plants of the Carnegie Iron and 
Steel company at Homestead, eight miles 
east of Pittsburg, and a battle which, for 
bloodthirstiness and boldness of execu- 
tion, has not been excelled in actual war- 
fare, waged from 4 o’ lock yesterday 
morning until 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and only ceased when the force of Pinker- 
tons brought to the place to suppress the 
strike unconditionally surrendered, leav- 
ing their arms in the barges in which they 
had been transported to the works. 

The detectives had been rendezvoused 
some five or six miles below the city on 
the Ohio river, at which point two model 
barges had been prepared for them. The 
barges were of the best build and were 
used in shipping iron rails down the river 
from the Carnegie mills at Braddock. The 
holds were fitted up with bunks, cooking 
arrangements and other accommodations, 
and as an extra precaution were lined 
with heavy steel plates on the inside, 
while the whole back deck was protected 
in a similar manner. 

It was the intention that the men 
should reach the works about 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning, but the guards which 
were on duty along the river got word of 

* the threatened invasion of the Pinkerton 
men and prepared to receive them. The 
barges were towed up the river by a tow- 
boat, but long before the men reached 
Homestead thousands of strikers had 
gathered on the banks of the river ready 
to give them a warm welcome. When the 
boats attempted to land the workmen 
broke through the fence surrounding the 
mill, and entrenching themselves behind 
piles of steel billets, prepared to resist the 
landing of the detectives. 

By 4 o'clock in the morning an effort 
was made to land the detectives, but the 
strikers met them, and a 

Fierce Battle Was Precipitated, 
both sides exchanging a volley of shots. 
The detectives were all armed with Win- 
chester rifles, but at the point where the 
attempt to land was made there wasa 
steep embankment, and they were vom- 
pelled to goin single file, and were soon 
drive 1 back to the boats by the steady 
fire from the shore. The noise of the bat- 
tle sy¥:ad about the borough like wild- 
fire, and thousands of men, women and 
children thronged to the river bank to 
witness the fight in progress, ‘The Pinker- 
ton men were determined to land, and 
they poured volley after volley into the 
ranks of the strikers, many of whom were 
stricken down by the bullets, some of 
them being fatally fajured and others 
killed outright, 

As soon as day broke the strikers se- 
cured a small brass ten-pound cannon and 
planted it within a steel billet embrasure 
so.as tocommand the barges which were 
moored at the bank of the river. At the 
same time a force of more than 1000 men 
took up a osnionon the opposite side 
of the rive. and also planted a cannon, 
which they protected with « breastwork 
of railroad ties, 

The fire from both sides was kept up, 
the barges having been pierced along the 
sides; Shortly before 90’clock the cannon 
were trained on the boats, and for several 
hours an awful bombardment was kept 
up. The stout oaken timbers forming the 
sides of the boat were splintered, but the 
heavy steel plates on the inside prevented 
the balls from penetrating the interior. 
Many of the strikers, however, were ex- 
pert marksmen, and they sent shot after 
shot into the portholes in the boats, and 
inflicting terrible injury on the impris- 
oned men, 

When an inspection of the boats was 
made it was found that at least seven of 
the Pinkerton men had been killed and 
twenty or thirty wounded, many of them 
so badly that they will die, As they were 
brought from the boat they presented a 
terrible appearance. Many were  be- 
smeared with blood, while all of them 
showed signs of exhaustion from the long 
confinement in the close quarters between 
decks, 

The most shocking and dastardly deeds, 
however, were committed while the pris- 
oners were being escorted through the 
streets by the guards appointed py the 
strikers. An angry mob lined the streets 
on both sides, As the men passed by,each 
in charge of two deputies, the mill men 
and their friends kicked them and threw 
some of them down. The unfortunate de- 
tectives begged for mercy. Some of them 
had pistol shot wounds in their heads 
and three were seen that 


Had Their Eyes Shot Out. 


Several were shot in the shoulders, arms 
and legs, and could scarcely limp along, 
Blood was running in streams down their 
shirts and they fairly yelled with pain. 

Fully thirty injured men were taken to 
the town hall. One of them had his eye 
punched out by an umbrella in the hands 
of awoman. Sand was thrown in their 
eyes and they were hit with clubs and 
other missiles. Many were knocked down 
with clubs, trampled upon and some were 
too weak to walk when they were started 
forthe town hall. The mill men used the 
stocks of their rifles and struck the detec- 

es over the head and shoulders, inflict- 

z serious, and in some cases,-. perhaps 
fatal injuries. ‘ 

The day was one that will be. remem- 
bered with horror by the people of the 
borotgh as wellas the citizens of the en- 
tire county, who, for the second time, will 
be called upon to pay the enormous 
amount of money entailed in the shape of 
riot losses. 

The Result. 

As far as van be ascertained 11 work- 
men and 9 detectives were killed and 18 
workmen and 21 detectives injured in the 
battle. In addition to this at least 100 de- 
tectives were seriously injured by the 
strikers while on their way to the jail last 
evening. 

The 300 Pinkerton men taken to Home- 
stead to protect the mills of the Carnegie 
Steel company were not sworn in as 
deputy sheriffs. 'They were accompanied 
from this city by Deputy Sheriff Gray, 
who was supposed to have sworn the de- 
tectives, but he denied doing it, He said 
that he had no authority himself to take 
such action, and that Sheriff McCleary 
had not aythorized him todo so, 
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tEFT FOR PARTS UNKNOWN. 


Serious Irregularities Charged to Police 
Justice Hutchinson, 


CHELSEA, Mass., July 7.—Judge Eben 
Hutchinson of the Chelsea police court 
disappeared from his home in this city 
nine days ago, and itis alleged that he 
left financial irregularities amounting to 
many thousand dollars, and forgery is 
suid to be among the charges that are 
formulated against him. Already the 
grievance committee of the Suffolk Bar 
ussociation has considered his case, and 
unanimously voted to report the expedi- 
ency of his disbarment. 

Judge Hutchinson has been for years 
one of the foremost citizens of Chelsea. 
He fulfilled the duties of magistrate in the 
local court honorably, and was- looked 
up.to as a man of integrity and profound 
legal knowledge. He had a distinguished 
military record, a varied political career, a 
high standing in society, and a family 
much beloved. Judge Hutchinson’s lia- 
bilities are conservatively stated by those 
who profess to know to be not less than 
$50,000. 

The committee of the Bar association 
before which he failed to appear when 
summoped u fortnight ago heard testi- 
mony that is said to have shown con- 
clusively an appropriation to his own use 
of several thousand dollars left him for 
investment by clients in Boston, Dor- 
chester and Chelsea. Irregularities in 
methods of conveying property are also 
alleged. 


A BOSTON TRAGEDY. 


Arrest ef » Woman on Suspicion of 
Having Committed Murder. 


Boston, July 2. -On Wednesday night 
there was a quarrel between a man and a 
woman in a house on Pitts street, and 
the next morning the police learned that 
the.man was lying dead in the house. 
Medical Examiner ‘Harris being out of 
town, another physician was called upon 
to decide whether the death was due to 
violence. He reported that excessive use 
of liquor was the cause. Ou the return of 
the medical examiuer, however, a more 
careful examination was made, showing 
that the man had not only been-drinking 
recently, but also that he had been as- 
saulted so fiercely us to leave no doubt 
that his death wus the result of this at 
tack. 

On receiving this information the police 
yesterday arrested all the inmates’ of the 
house. It is supposed that. Mary Ann 
Fisher is the woman who took part in the 
quarrel. She is 50 years old. The other 
prisuners are held as witnesses. The dead 
man, William Ford, was 26 yeurs old. 


A FIEND IN HUMAN FORM 


Keeps a Child in the Woods All Night 
and Assaults Her, he 


WARE, Mass., July 6.—Sadie, the 7-year- 
old daughter of James Stevenson of Gil- 
bertville, while at play with companions 
Monday afternoon a short distance from 
home, was asked to ride by a strange 
man. She accepted, and was taken to 
Belchertown, near the Granby line, where 
she was lett in the woods all night, and 
brutally outraged. The brute allowed 
her to go yesterday morning, and she 
made her way to a neighboring farm 
house. Officers are on the track of the 
ravisher, whom she can only describe as a 
large man with a red face aud rough 
beard. The teAm was stolen from West 
Brookfield Monday noon. 


AN OLD MAN MURDERED, 


His Nephew Commits the Deed and 
Then Attempts Suicide. 


GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., July 6.— 
John De Leer, aged 60, was shot and 
killed by his nephew, Martin De Leer, 
aged 23, during a quarrel over money mat- 
ters, Martin then attempted suicide, and 
was found lying on the bed with his jaw 
smashed in by a bullet, while John’s body 
lay on the floor of the miserable hut occu- 
pied by the men ina pool of blood. Both 
men were charcoal burners, and had fre- 
quently quarreled, Martin will live.

Where Chameleons are Plentiful. 

Almost as frequent as tortoises in 
some parts of Cape Colony, and quite 
as popular as domestic pets, are 
chameleons. A schoolboy on a holi- 
day ramble would not find much dif- 
ficulty in picking a chameleon off a 
bush did he know where to search 
for it. “Oh, I'll get you plenty of 
chameleons,” say my young friends 
to me, not far from Port Elizabeth. 
On flowering shrubs they are most 
frequently found ¢g1 in gardens. In 
a garden in Caps Town lone day 
gathered four off a pomegranate 
bush. 

Two were full grown and of a bril- 
liant iridescent green with reddish 
markings; one was only half grown 
and had not full colors; the fourth 
was a tiny scrap like some stout 
legged insect, and was so exactly the 
color of the stem of the bush on 
which it was resting that only the 
inequality and unevenness of the 
spray attracted my notice at first, 
when, looking closer, this mite was 
perceived. It did not change its 
tints rapidly and vividly like the 
others, but retained its pale, incon- 
spicuous hue, excepting at night, 
“when like the rest it turned white,” 
that is, extremely pale, the mark- 
ings being then almost inconspic- 
uous.—Cor. Forest and Stream. 


Indian Soldiers, 

“There is one feature of the United 
States army that few people are 
aware of,” said an ex-army officer. 
“Itisn’t generally known that there is 
a company in the army composed en- 
tirely of Seminole Indians, and that 
they are maintained and supported 
by the government as a distinct and 
separate military organization. By 
reference to the army appropriation 
bill you will see that the appropria- 
tion for the Seminole company is a 
separate item, having nothing what- 
ever to do with the general appro- 
priation. This company has been in 
existence since 1861, did valiant serv- 
ice in the rebellion, and has been of 
incalculable value in frontier serviee 
since the war. I think the Seminole 
company is now stationed at Fort 
Clark, Texas. In my judgment its 
record answers the long mooted ques- 
tion as to the Indian’s value as a sol- 
dier.”—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Coloring Birds with Pepper. 

A well known German naturalist, 
Dr. Sauermann, has published a 
number of curious observations on 
the artificial coloration of canary 
birds fed with cayenne pepper. The 


plumage changes from yellow to red.. 


The pepper contains an oily matter 
and an irritating principle, and when 
these are extracted by maceration the 
pepper loses its coloring property, 
but if olive oil be added to the mac- 
erated pepper its coloring property 
returns. Hence the oil is considered 
the vehicle of the color. White hens 
treated in the same way also become 
reddish, and the yolks of their eggs 
become a bright red.—New York 
Times, 


Enemies of the Cobra. 

Snake catchers in India manage to 
seize and handle the deadly cobras 
with astonishing ease and freedom. 
The most effective cobra catcher and 
killer, however, is perhaps the mon- 
goose, which escapes being bitten by 
its wonderful activity. Sometimes 
it waits till the cobra darts at it, 
when it suddenly pounces on the 
snake’s head and crunches 1t.—Quar- 
terly Review. 

A Long List.
